Washington, May 18—All amend- 


ments having been agreed to the rail-

chorus against the President, speak- 
ing with an irony and satire that cut 
to the heart of the subject. He said

controversy ended, abandon the Alli- 
son amendment and go back to the 
Long amendment, which he started 
from. Turning to the friends of the 
bill, Rayner concluded: "In one par- 
agraph you animated the commission 
with life, in the next, with the as- 
sistance of the President, jou stran- 
gled aud sentenced it to die. In one 
section you conferred upon it a rate 
making power and in the very nett 
you winged a shaft that 
quivers m 


its heart." 


Washington, May 18—In the opin- 


ion ^of three of the ablest lawyers in 
the Senate, Knox, Bailey and For- 
aker, publicly expressed, the so-called 
Allison compromise, if adopted, will 
make the railroad rate bill unconsti- 
tutional. 
In 
this 
view Senator 


Spoouer, another able lawyer, con- 
curs. 


The words, "in its judgment," con- 


tainea in the section authorizing the 
Inter-State Commerce commission to 
fix just and reasonable rates, in the 
view of the lawyers mentioned would 
cause the 'Supreme court to declare 
the 
measure unconstitutional, be 


cause the words indicate the inten- 
tion on the part of Congress either to 
delegate a legislative discretion or to 
limit the powers of the courts. Eith- 
er effort would be fatal to the valid- 
ity of the bill. 


The Senators expressed views to 


that effect so forcibly that Senator 
Clapp. one of the President's assist- 
ants in making the compromise, ask 
ed that the matter go over.- 


The Senate adjourned 
over until 


today with a motion made by Senator 
Teller to strike out the words and 
thereby break the compromise agree- 
ment. If Bailey, Spooner, Knox and 
Foraker vote as they believe the 
the words will come out and the com- 
promise will 
be •'busted." Then it 


will he up to the President to decide 
•whether he can stand for the bill. 


In' its present parliamentary status 


the administration must assume the 
responsibility 
for keeping them in. 


Senators Dolliver and Clapp the ad- 
ministration's representatives, do not 
know what to do. 


Immigration and naturalization the 
committee began the consideration o 
the bill under the five-minute, rule 
"Naturalization !• a farce in this coun 
try," said Mr. Hepburn (la.). In 50 
years, hp said, he had known but one 
refusal on the part of a judge to nat 
uralize an alien. "It is a notorious 
fact," remarked Mr. Hepburn, "that 
courts admit men as a matter of 
course. The naturalization law is 
looked upon as a joke." 


The house of representatives passed 


naval appropriation bill, carrying $99, 
764,000. The amendment providing 
that the secretary of the navy could 
go into the open market and purchase 
chains, anchors and cordage, should it 
be demonstrated that they could be 
had cheaper in free markets than they 
could be made for or by government, 
was defeated by a vote of 118 to 129. 
By the action of the house on the sec- 
ond amendment, upon which a sep- 
arate vote was demanded in conjunc- 
tion with the naval appropriation bill, 
a 4 per cent differential will be al- 
lowed bidders from the Pacific coast 
on the new ships provided for in the 
bill, the secretary of the navy being 
instructed to make this allowance in 
favpr of such shipbuilders. 


"None of the work done up to this 


time on the isthmus of Panama is 
designed especially for the construc- 
tion of a lock canal, and consequently 
the money expended would not be 
wasted, even if congress were to agree 
on a sea-level canal," said Chairman 
Shonts of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion.. "The commission is acting un- 
der the present law, which provides 
tor a lock canal. Estimates were sub- 
mitted for work on a canal of that 
type for the next fiscal year. At best 
;he estimates for such a work are only 
a guess, of course." 
Sea-level esti- 


mates "must, in Mr. Shonts' opinion, 
t>e far less definite than lock-canal 
estimates because of the amount, of 
attention Mr. Stevens and his assist- 
ants have given to the requirements 
of a lock canal, and the new problems 
Jie other type would present.

'here was again considerable debate 
over the pipe line, rebate and anti-

y themselves. All of these and other 
ess important provisions were modi- 
fied. 


Senator Foraker resented a charga 


made by "Senator Talliafero on th» 
loor of the senate during the discus- 
ion of the rate bill that an amend- 
ment exempting gas pipe lines from 
he operations of the measure had 
ieen secured through the skilful man- 
agement of Messrs. Foraker, Aldrich 
and Carter. "There is no excuse for 
bat remark," Senator Foraker de- 
lared. "I do not do anything in a 
surreptitious manner." 


The amendments to Section 2, deal- 


Ing with railroad tariff schedules, 
were all accepted without discussion, 
and it looked for a time as if the en- 
lire section might be disposed of very 
speedily until Senator Lodge sought 
to have* the words "knowingly and 
willfully" inserted in connection with 
the penalty for granting rebates or

ince 1899. Mr. Wigton gave a de 
ailed statement of the conditions in 
he soft-coal region, and accused the 
'ennsylvania Railroad company of 
discrimination in the allotment of coal 
;ars. citing cases to substantiate bis 
barges. He »as asked by counsel for 
he commission if he bad any knowl- 
>dge of rebating by the railroad com- 


y. He said in reply that since the 


etirement of W. H. Jojce, general 
raffle manager ot the Pennsylvania 
ailroad, there bad been no rebating 
so far as he knew. Within a few 
months previous to teh retirement o! 
ilr. Joyce, however, he said he bad 
received rebates amounting to from 
7,000 to $20,(»00 on tidewater ship-

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DEMANDS UP 


TO THE CZAR 


Lower House Adopts an Address In 


Reply to Speech from Throne, 


COMPLETE AMNESTY ASKED 


Include* Alt Crimea Committed 
for 


Rtllgious or Political Motives, as 
Well aa Agrarian Offenaee—Council 
of the Empire Also Prepares Ita Ad- 
dreaa—Brace of Interpellation*. 


St. Petersburg, May 18.—After an 


all-night session the lower house of 
the national parliament adopted an 
address in reply to the speech from 
the throno. 


After th« reading of final Uraft, 


M. Patrajitsky appealed for an unani- 
mous vote. Count Hayden stated-that 
he and hie friends, though approving 
of the address in general, were unable 
to vote for certain details and would 
withdraw in order that no opposing 
voice might be heard. He left the 
hall, followed by five members, and 
the address was unanimously adopted. 
President Mouromtseff was instructed 
to request an immediate audience of 
the emperor, if possible. 


The lower house's demand for -am- 


nesty was altered at the last moment 
by the commission itself, which in re- 
sponse to criticisms of indefiniteness 
in the expression "fall political am- 
nesty" substituted "amnesty for all 
crimes committed from religious or 
political motives as well as agrarian 
offenses." 


The upper house also remained in 


session well into the morning hours, 
discussing its address in reply to tho 
speech from the throne. 
This docu- 


ment, which is far simpler and mqre 
conservative than that of the lower 
house, proposes an amnesty which 
does not include those who coupled 
with political offenses murder or vio- 
lation of property rights—in other 
words, political assassins—or partlTii- 
pants in agrarian excesses. 


Count Witte, addressing the council 


of the empire, said he was unablfe to 
support full amnesty, because it would 
be tantamount to encouraging another 
revolution. He would only amnesty 
those who had been carried away by 
the excitement of the moment. If the 
members of the council of the empire 
asked for the release of revolutionaries 
their wives and daughters would be 
exposed to direct horrors. 
The first 


necessity, the former premier said, 
was the restoration of order. , 


President Mouromtseff read from 


the chair two interpellations address- 
ed to the minister of the interior and 
signed by the requisite 30 deputies. 
The first interpellati6n refers to par- 
ticipation by the police in the work 'of 
inciting one portion of the population 
against the other and to the discovery 
that inflammatory proclamations had 
been printed in the printing office of 
the ministry of the interior, and asks 
what steps have been taken for the 
punishment of the guilty parties. - The 
second is as follows: "Does the minis- 
ter of the interior know that the pris- 
ons are still full of political offenders 
whose treatment is such as to force 
them to hunger strikes for relief?** • 


HOUSTOFJLORDS 


Rejects the Second Reading of H*r- 


die's Labor Bill. 


London, May 18.—The house of 


lords, by 96 to 24 rotes, rejected the 
second reading; of the bill introduced 
into the house of commons by James 
Keir Hardie, the labor leader, the ob- 
ject of which is to prohibit the en- 
trance into Great Britain of aliens to 
take the place of British workmen dur- 
ing trade disputes. The measure had 
previously passed all stages in the 
house of commons -without discussion. 


Berkman Released. 


Pittsburg, May 18.—Alexander Berk- 


man, who attempted to assassinate 
H. C. Frick during the Homestead 
strike, was released today after hav- 
ing been incarcerated 14 years. Dur- 
ing his imprisonment Berkman has 
studied English literature and the 
classics and has fitted himself intel- 
lectually for a literary career. He has 
announced that he will leave Pitts- 
burg upon his release and will go to 
St. Louis, where he will negotiate an 
offer te tmke charge of the labor de- 
partment of a daily newspaper. 


Illinois Miners. 


Springfield, 111.. May 18.—The min- 


ers and operators of Illinois met in 
Joint session here to endeavor to ad- 
just differences. After organizing, an 
adjournment was taken in order that 
the operators and miners might meet 
separately and discuss the questions 
at issue. 


FireTlnaurance Meeting. 


Hartford. Conn., May IS.—President 


Brown of the Connecticut fire Insur- 
ance companT issued a circular letter 
to the stockholder*, by direction of ti»e 
directors, calling for a meeting on 
Tuesday, May 29, to act on the recom- 
mendation of the board to place- the 
company's financial condition beyond 
the possibility of critical scrutiny. Jt 
is the opinion of the officers that the 
San Frasclsco losses "exhaust the 
present surplus" The letter recom- 
mends that the capital of 11.000.000. 
the present legal limit be reduced to 
1500.000. and Ifflat the stockholders 
then increase the capital from $500.- 
000 to $1,909 0M 0n subscriptions at 
O»» rate of $200 a share.

fall, was on hand 'when court opened 
this 
morning. 
The announcement 


which had gone abroad thatvthe girl 
would probably take the stand in her 
own behalf today was responsible lor 
bringing out the crowds^ of curious 
who nocked about the doors and tried 
all kinds of expedients to pass the 
officers on guard. To those who de- 
lighted in such recitals the prospect 
of hearing this girl who has suffered 
so much degradation in the few years' 
of her life, tell the 
story of her 


wrongs, relate how she was abused by 
her uncle and finally tell how and why 
she killed her uncle and aunt offered 
a treat that could not be resisted. In 
the crowd were many women and for 
the most part they were well-dressed 
women who showed by their appear- 
ance they did not come from the same 
wa^s of life as does the little defend- 
ant. She was not of their world and 
they were there to study her as some- 
thing below them. 


lodny promised to be anj important 


one for the defense. The prosecution 
ended its case last night Today tor- 
mer Judge Palrnieri expects to oifer 
the evidence which he believes will 
clear his client. The defense is tem- 
porary insanity caused by the girl's 
brooding over her wrongs. It is the 
story of her wrongs, told to the "jury 
of fathers," 
on which 
Josephine's 


counsel largely relies, however to 
create the impression of the legal in- 
nocence of his little client. 


Palmieri planned to allow Josephine 


to tell her own story of her wretched 
life with her uncle and aunt, Gaetano 
and Concetta Riggio, in her own way. 
When she has finished, he believes, as 
does Josephine, that the jurors will 
understand that the artrl bad borne 
enough to well derange her mental 
vision when she was rudely awakened 
to the knowledge of how she had been 
forced to sin by the action of her hus- 
band in easting her off and that the 
passion for revenge which took pos- 
session of her was a part of her insan- 
ity. 


There was no change in the appear- 


ance of the defendant 
She was. the 


same calm, impassive spectator of the 
court drama that she has been since 
the trial opened. Only once did she 
manifest much interest in the opening 
events of the trial. There was a 
slight pause after the jurors had all 
taken their seats before Justice Scott 
appeared. In that period Josephine 
studied the faces of her jurors closely, 
anrt in thp interest she showed a 
keenness that is utterly lacking in the 
stnuid, stolid glances she usually cast 
about the court room. ^ In his opening 
statement Palrnieri gave the curiosity 
seekers a thrill by telling that his 
client would tell her story on the 
stand. Palmieri called attention to the 
testimony yesterday 
of Josephine's 


aunt and uncle who testified against 
her. arsruing that their actions showed 
plainly that they were holding back 
some secret of the girl's life." It is 
that horrible secret the girl will tell 
herself. 


The fact that Josephine Js being 


tried for the murder of her aunt C'on- 
cetta, rather than that of the uncle. 
Oaetano, was 
commented upon. It 


makes the issue of one woman against 
woman. Palmieri said. He dwelt up- 
on the manner in which the aunt had 
acquiesced in the girl's debasement, 
saving it offered a notable example ot 
woman's inhumanity to woman.

OWNER TO START NEW PAPER. 


Albert Pulitzer 


New York. May 16.—It 
was 
only 


last Saturday that Albert Pulitzer de- 
cided to start a new newspaper in New 
York. 
He returned from a visit to 


Europe a little more than a week ago, 
and one of the first things he dis- 
covered was that the New York news- 
papers had taults. They were not in- 
teresting. 


Mr. Pulitzer, as many know, was 


prominent in the newspaper field in 
this city when he founded and con- 
ducted the Morning Journal in a most 
successful and somewhat spectacular 
way. That was nearly a quarter of a 
century back. Its base was sensation- 
alism. 
' 
~~ 


In the interim, since Mr. Pulitzer 


sold and severed his connection with 
the Morning Journal, he has under- 
gone a change of heart. He is no long- 
er an apostle of sensation for sensa- 
tion's sa~ke. 


"I started the Journal," said he, "to 


make a different newspaper from the 
otbers printed in New York. It was. 
and it succeeded. I shall 
start to is 


new paper next fall on exactly the 
same principle but 
trom a, different 


point ot view. The example I set then 
was in due course" of time followed by 
•3!! the metropolitan dailies. 


"In reading the New York papers 


last Saturday," continued Mr. Pulitzer, 
"I tound that they were all dull. I do 
not wart to say stupid, as that would 
cast undue reflections on many able 
editors and look as though I was at- 
tempting to'put myself upon a pedes- 
tal and pose as a critic, which I cer- 
tainly am not. But they were dull. 


"More than that, they were all alike.

I "will leave it to the country and to 
thp Senate to sav who furnished him 
his information concerning it.

The Body Was Found in tin- Barn by 


His Wife, Life Being Com- 


pletely Extinct. 


'Zanesville, O., May 18—While in a 


fit of temporary insanity caused by 
his ill health 
of the past 
several 


months, George Kirkpatrlck, 
aged 


35, a prominent farmer of Hopewell 
township, took his own life Thursday 
morning about 5:30 o'clock by hang- 
ing himself to a rafter in the barn a 
few hundred 
feet away 
from 
the 


house. The lifeless body was discov- 
ered by his wife a few minutes'later 
while it was still warm. 


Coroner A. H. Gorrell of this city, 


was immediately summoned 
and 


hastened to the farm, where he con-" 
ducted 
an 
investigation, 
through 


which he decided that the man had 
come to his death by hanging. 
The 


body was cut down and prepared for 
burial. The rash act 
of the man 


came as a great shock to his many 
friends in this county. 


Kirkpatrick was for many years a 


resident of Pleasant City and 
had 


been residing in Hopewell township 
but a short time. However, he made 
many friends 
in the community by 


his business like methods and hon- 
esty. The deceased was in his usual 
good spirits Thursday morning v/hen 
he left the houe to feed the stock. 


About 5:30 o'clock his wife called 


him to breakfast but when he failed 
to appear in about 10 minutes she 
went to the barn to investigate 
the 


trouble. 
On opening the door 
the 


lifeless body of her husband greeted 
her eyes. The muscles in the body 
were still twitching when it was dis- 
covered by the bereaved wife. 


For months the deceased has been 


a great sufferer from rheumatism and 
it is thought that brooding over his 
inability to work and keep up with 
his neighbors in his farming caused 
temporary insanity. Wednesday even- 
ing Mr. Kirkpatrick had gone with 
his family on a fishing trip up the 
Licking river and had entered 
into 


the sport as joyfully as any member 
of the family. 


The deceased 
is survived by his 


widow and six children. 
The 
ar- 


rangements for the funeral have not 
yet been completed.
